The closest prior art, Cortese teaches an osmotic device comprising a semi- 
permeable wall surrounding a compartment housing a layer of water-insoluble agent 
and a layer of swellable hydrogel. Cortese, however, does not teach the water- 
insoluble agent in solid dispersion form that dispersed in a polymer. The present dosage 
form exhibits an AUC in drug concentration of at least 1 .25 fold that of a control dosage 
form comprising an identical dosage form containing an equivalent quantity of 
undispersed drug. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
